WERKO TAX AND MUNICIPAL HOUSE RATE

WHEREAS doubts have arisen as to the validity of tin* 
collection in certain areas of the werko tax which has heen 
assessed in Egyptian piastres instead of in Turkish piastres and 
also as to the validity of the rate levied by certain Municipalities 
that has been assessed upon tin* rental values of immovable 
property in tin* municipal area. 


RE IT ENACTED by the High Commissioner for Palestine, 
with the advice of tin* Advisory Council thereof:- 


1. This Ordinance may be cited as the Werko Tax and 
Municipal House Rate Validation Ordinance 1924. 

2. Any assessment of werko tax made subsequently to 
the Hritish Occupation on the basis of the equivalence of the 
Egyptian and the Turkish piastre shall be deemed to be and 
always to have been valid and of full effect both during the 
Military Occupation and after the termination thereof, and shall 
remain in force until repealed or superseded by any legislation 
of the Government of Palestine. 


Any rate assessed upon the rental value of immovable 
property in a municipal ncua which has been imposed hv a 
Municipal Council since tin* Ibitisli Occupation shall he deemed 
to he and always to have been valid and of full effect, and shall 
continue to be collected at the rate in force at the date of the 
promulgation of this Ordinance.
